G S.R. 390(E) :~In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 44 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (9 of 
1890), the Railway Rates Tribunal, with the previous approval 
('ll the Central Govt, hereby makes the following rules further 
fo amend the Railway Rates Tribunal Rules, 1959, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Rates Tribunal 
(Amendment) Rules, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pubHca- 
tioii in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Railway Rates Tribunal Rules, 1959, for rule 61, 
the following rule shill be substituted, namely:— 

“61. Unless otherwise specially ordered by the Chairman, 
the working hours of the Tribunal shall be from 10.30 
A.M. to 1.30 P.M. and 2.15 P.M. to 4.30 P.M. and 
the working hours of its office shall be from 10.00 A.M. 
to 5.30 P.M. with half an hour lunch break from 1.30 
P.M. to 2.00 P.M. on all the five days of the week from 
Monday to Friday, with all Saturdays as closed.”
